Senate Passes Bill Exactly as Passed by the House and It Is 
Sent to President—Foregone Conclusion that the Bill Will 
Become a Law—Paper Men to Appear for Underwood 
Resolution Calling for Appointment of Commission to 
Work Out Pulpwood Situation with Canada—Representa- 
tive Christopherson Introduces Bill to Investigate Print 
Paper “Profiteering’—To Report on Misbranding Bills. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


WasurnctTon, D. C., April 20, 1920.—The Senate has passed the 
House bill placing print paper valued up to 8 cents per pound 
on the free list, as a possible means of meeting the present print 
paper shortage. As is well known the existing exemption is 5 
cents per pound. The bill which passed the Senate is exactly 
like the one passed by the House which in turn is the bill as it 
was reported by the Ways and Means Committee to the House, 
and therefore the bill does not have to go to conference. It 
has been sent to the President for his signature and it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that it will be signed and become law. The bill 
as it passed is as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., That section 600 of the act approved September 8, 
1916, entitled “An act to increase the revenue, and for other purposes,” be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“Sec. 600. That paragraph 322, schedule M, and paragraph 567 of the 
free list of the act entitled ‘An act to reduce tariff duties and to provide 
revenue for the Government, and for other purposes,’ approved October 3, 
1913, be amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

***322. Printing paper (other than paper commercially known as hand- 
made or machine handmade, japan vaper, and imitation japan paper by what- 
ever name known), unsized, sized, or glued, suitable for the printing of 
books and newspapers, but not for covers or bindings, not specially provided 
for in this section, valued above 8 cents per pas 12 per cent ad valorem: 
Provided, however, That if any country, dependency, province, or other 
subdivision of government shall impose any export duty, export license fee, 
or other charge of any kind whatsoever (whether in the form of additional 
charge or license fee or otherwise) upon printing Paper, wood pulp, or wood 
for use in the manufacture of wood pulp, there shall be imposed ym =. 
ing paper, value above 8 cents per pound, when imported either directly or 
indirectly from such country, pote poo province, or other subdivision of 
government, an additional duty equal to the amount of the highest export duty 
or other export charge imposed by such country, dependency, province, or 
other subdivision of government, upon either printing paper or upon an 
amount of wood pulp or wood for use in the manufacture of wood pulp: neces- 
sary to manufacture such printing paper. : 

«567. Printing paper (other than paper commercially known as hand- 
made or machine handmade paper, japan paper, and imitation japan paper 
by whatever name known), unsized, sized or glued, suitable for printing of 
‘books and newspapers, but not for covers or bindings, not specially provided 
for in this section, valued at not above 8 cents per pound, decalcomania 
paper not printed.’ ” 

Sec. 2. That this act shall expire by limitation at the end of two years 
from the date of its passage, and section 600 of the act approved September 
8, 1916, entitled “An act to increase the revenue, and for other purposes, 
as in = prior to the passage of this agt, shall again become operative in 
its stead. 


Discussion on the Bill 


There was very little discussion on the bill as follows: 

Mr. Kenyon. Will not the Senator explain the bill? 

Mr. Smoot. It will take just a moment. The only change in 
the existing law is that it strikes out “5 cents per pound” and 
inserts “8 cents per pound.” In other words the value of print 
paper in foreign countries exceeds now 5 cents per pound, and 
with this amendment increasing the amount to 8 cents a pound 
print paper from some countries, we hope, will come into the 
United States free, as the law provides now for paper below 5 
cents a pound. This provision, however, is limited to only two 
years. That is all the change it is proposed to make in the exist- 
ing law. 

Mr. King. Why would it not be a wise legislative enactment, 
in view of the great scarcity of print paper, and indeed all forms 
of paper in the United States, to remove all restrictions? 

Mr. Smoot. If we can remove the shortage of print paper, 
then there will be paper stock to take care of the making of other 
classes of paper. I have a diagram in my desk here showing the 


wonderful increase there is in the consumption of print paper. 
One can hardly realize what it is. I am afraid we cannot get 
sufficient print paper from foreign countries in any considerable 
quantity, and if we can it will relieve the situation just as much 
as if we changed the entire law affecting the importation of all 
kinds of paper. 

There are some kinds of paper now exported from the United 
States of the better grades upon which I have sometimes thought 
there ought to be placed an embargo. But there is a question, 
of course, in the minds of the officers of the department, and I 
think of all Senators and Representatives, too, as to whether we 


really have the power to place an embargo upon the exportation, 


unless it be done under the war power. 

Mr. King. I do not care to enter into a discussion of the 
powers of the Federal Government to place embargoes upon 
exports. That question was very fully considered more than a 
hundred years ago, and upon a number of occasions the power 
was asserted by men of very distinguished ability, and those who 
had to do with laying the foundations of the Republic. 

Some time ago the Senator from Arizona (Mr. Smith) invited 
the attention of the Congress and the country to this important 
question of paper in all of its phases. I opposed the bill which 
he then brought forward, because I felt that it was projecting 
the Federal Government into private business, and that it would 
not accomplish the end in view. 

It seems to me, Mr. President, that this would be a good time 
for us to apply a littke common sense to the question of importa- 
tions. There is not sufficient paper manufactured in the United 
States. I am not sure whether those who are engaged in the 
manufacture of paper are charging too high a price for the 
product, but my information is that they are. For my part, I 
would like to see paper placed upon the free list, so that we may 
bring into the United States as much paper as we possibly can 
for the imperative needs of the public. I regret that this bill 
does not go a little further. 

The bill was reported to the Senate without amendment, or- 
dered to a third reading, read the third time, and passed. 


To Appear for Underwood Resolution 


Senator Underwood of Alabama introducer of the Underwood 
resolution calling for the appointment of a commission to work 
out the pulpwood situation with Canada will be one of the wit- 
nesses before the House Committee on Foreign Affairs when it 
begins its hearings on April 26. In addition to Senator Under- 
wood, it is understood that a number of paper men will appear 
before the committee as well as representatives of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company and other paper mills. 


To Report on Misbranding Bills 


Representative Esch of Wisconsin, Chairman of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, has announced the appoint- 
ment of a sub-committee to prepare a report on misbranding 
bills. The sub-committee is composed of the following: Walter 
R. Stiness of Rhode Istand; John C. Cooper of Ohio; Everett 
Sanders of Indiana; Thetus W. Sims of Tennessee; and Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky. 


Wood Pulp Manufacture in Argentine 

Trade Commissioner George S. Brady at Buenos Aires has 
sent the following report to the Department of Commerce on 
wood pulp manufacture in Argentina: 

The present world shortage of paper pulp has led to some dis- 
cussion in Argentine of the possibilities of developing the forestal 
resources of this country and of stimulating local manufacture of 
wood pulp for domestic consumption and for export. 

In proportion to the population of the country there is a consid- 
erable consumption of paper and paper products in Argentine. 
There are several local paper mills using imported pulp and waste 
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products, but the bulk of the paper used here is imported. The 
following table gives the importations of pulp and of the rougher 
papers for the six months’ period ending June 30, 1919:

The forests of Neuquen Territory in the southwest contain 
woods suitable for pulp making, but the distance from Buenos 
Aires, about 800 miles, and the lack of adequate transportation, 
makes any early development impractical in this region. By far the 
best suggestion that has been made along this line recently is 
the utilization of the forestal riches of Misiones Territory in the 
northeast for the manufacture of paper pulp. Not only are there 
many woods in that area well suited for paper pulp manufacture, 
but the conditions surrounding it and the ready means of water 
transportation make it ideal for the local manufacture of pulp. 

There has been talk at various times of European capital coming 
in to develop the wood resources and manufacture pulp locally. 
At the present time there is a Swedish mission here to study the 
requirements of this country for various commodities, among 
which is paper pulp. It is inevitable that the continued rise in 
price of paper and the difficulty of obtaining woods in quantity 
for the manufacture of pulp will bring foreign interests to the de- 
velopment of the Argentine wood resources. It remains for the 
American pulp manufacturers to obtain the first place in this 
field. 

The Territory of Misiones, containing about 11,700 square miles, 
is in the extreme northeast of Argentine, lying between the rivers 
Parana and Uruguay, which separate it from Paraguay and Brazil. 
The two rivers at this section average about 50 miles apart. The 
Parana River is navigable for large steamers, and direct water 
communication is therefore maintained with Buenos Aires, Monte- 
video, and other ports. Misiones is tropical and heavily wooded, 
more than 700 varieties of trees having been counted. An abun- 
dant tree, called Caraguatazol, is one of the many kinds that are 
very well suited for paper pulp. A range of hills, about 2,000 feet 
high, parallel the river Parana through Misiones at a distance 
of about 25 miles from the river. Nineteen rivers of considerable 
size flow from this range of hills across the Territory into the 
Brana River, affording good water communications for the trans- 
port of the woods. 

Part of the land of Misiones Territory is still in the hands of 
the Government, but much of it is privately owned. One holding, 
containing 416,800 acres, fronting on the Parana River and covered 
with heavy forests with an abundance of Araucanian pines 65 feet 
high, was recently offered for sale at about $2.00 (U.S.C.) per 
acre. The Territory is sparsely settled (less than 5 inhabitants 
per square mile), but it is one of the sections to which immigrants 
are now turning. Nearly 40 per cent of its population is foreign 
born, and of these a high percentage are Germans and Austrians. 
Engineers who have been over this area claim that its hills show 
traces of copper and iron. 


Consider News Print Reply 


It is understood that the reply of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to the Attorney General in the news print inquiry which has 
been carried on at the request of the latter was given considera- 
tion last week at an executive session of the Commission. How- 
ever, the reply had not been framed exactly to meet the views 
of the Commissioners and therefore it will be again rewritten 
before it is sent to the Attorney General. However, before the 
final action it taken the Commission will have to pass on the 
reply before it is sent to the Department of Justice. 


Lack Paper for Government Envelopes 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, April 19, 1920—The Mercantile Corporation is 
facing suspension of operations on account of its inability to ob- 
tain envelope paper for the manufacture of the stamped envelopes 
used throughout the United States, and which are distributed by 
various postmasters. 

The corporation also has been unable to secure paper for news- 
paper wrappings and is threatened with complete paralysis owing 
to the present situation which has been brought about largely 
by the switchmen’s strike. 

All postoffices, whether located in the hamlet of a few souls 
or the metropolis of America, receive their supplies from the 
Government, and Uncle Sam has a force of inspectors at the 
Dayton plant to see that orders are filled promptly. 

Just now, however, it is a question of whether the Government 
can give any assistance in hustling stock to this city and Urbana 
where much of the paper is manufactured. The Aetna Paper 
Company and the Howard Paper Company, as well as a couple 
of other mills, have supplied the Mercantile Corporation for 
several years and are doing their best to keep up the good work. 

The Aetna mills have large Government contracts which must 
receive attention, at the same time, it is understood. 

“We will be able to operate until Wednesday,” General Mana- 
ger Howard Marston said, “but after that date we may be forced 
to cease operations on account of the lack of stock. As you know, 
this means the forcing out of employment one thousand people, 
temporarily, in Dayton. ~ 

“However, this is not a more serious feature than that the 
entire country may experience an envelope famine as the whole 
American supply may not last longer than one week.” 

Some of the paper mills have been greatly inconvenienced in this 
city and at points down the valley by the walk-out of the outlaw 
branch of the Brotherhood of Railway Men but no complete 
shut-downs have been reported. 

Storage facilities are being utilized to the limit in most in- 
stances and if the situation does not improve this week, it is 
possible that certain plants will be forced to close. 

However, at this writing, it appears likely that the situation 
will be relieved in many localities within a few days at the most. 
The men have returned to the switching yards in this city and 
in near-by places, but in Toledo, Columbus and a number of other 
Ohio cities they still remain out. 

The complete tie-up in the Detroit yards has worked a great 
hardship on Dayton publishers and other newspaper interests in 
this section. Canadian paper supplies have been held at the 
border and once the trains begin to move, there will be ample 
supplies for all. 

At no time in recent years have Ohio publishers curtailed the 
use of print paper as they did during the past week, many of the 
larger newspapers reducing the number of pages to eight, ten 
and twelve whereas from twenty to forty-four formerly was the 
rule. The smaller towns which support dailies and even the 
country weeklies were affected seriously. 


Concerned About Cars for Holyoke 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. 

Hotyoxe, Mass., April 19, 1920—The Shippers’ Round Table 
organization held a session in the Hotel Nonotuck last week at 
which time the whole transportation problem as it now exists was 
gone over and threshed out. The bituminous coal situation as it 
affects the local paper manufacturers was admitted to be serious 
from all sides. There is also a severe shortage of rolling stock 
for pulp shipment and a representative was ordered to be dis- 
patched to round up cars for shipment to pulp centers. Twenty- 
five cars have been secured, but there is concern expressed by 
local paper manufacturers due to the reported rail trouble in New 
Hampshire, where Berlin is the chief pulp center.

Well Known New York Publishers of Trade Papers Will Turn 
the Plant Over to the Manufacture of Book Paper for 
Own Use—Frank L. Moore Will Remain as President 
and General Manager of the New Company—Employees 
of the Taggarts Paper Co. Get Dividends for March and 
are Highly Pleased With Results of Working of Industrial 


Democracy System at the Plant of the Firm.

Watertown, N. Y., April 19, 1920—The United Publishers’ 
Corporation and the McGraw-Hill Company of New York are the 
new owners of the Newton Falls Paper Company. President 
Frank L. Moore, of the old and new companies, who was in New 
York during the week and returned Saturday, made public the 
name of the purchaser. This important feature of the transac- 
tion had been withheld at the request of the purchasers when the 
news was first published last week in the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 

The new owners publish many trade journals, including the 
Iron Age, Automobile Blue Books, Dry Goods Economist and mag- 
azines of that class. They have an extensive demand for book 
paper and through this deal will be able to manufacture the 
paper required instead of buying it on the market or contract. 

Mr. Moore remains as president and general manager of the 
new company and Miss Florence T. Helmer will remain as treas- 
urer. The local offices will be retained in the Sherman Block and 
the present office and mill organization will remain intact. Stuart 
D. Lansing, vice president, Virgil K. Kellogg, secretary, and 
Loren Bushnell, assistant secretary, retire from connection with 
the company. A meeting of the new directors will be held early 
in May and new officers will be elected at that time to fill va- 
eancies. The name of the company will remain practically as 
it is now, with the possible addition of the word “Incorporated,” 
or something of that nature. 

President Moore went to the mill Saturday accompanied by 
engineers who are experts in the work of making such changes 
as will be necessary to convert the mill from the manufacture of 
the present grade of paper to the best book paper that can be 
produced in the market. Colored specialties paper is now being 
made, but the mill will be operated exclusively on paper for these 
two concerns. The changes will be made at once. 

Mr. Moore declined to make public the figure at which the 
property was sold, but it is reported here that it was one of the 
largest deals of the kind closed in this section of the state in 


some time.

Taggarts Employees Receive Dividends 

The employees of Taggarts Paper Company are today receiv- 
ing $700, equally divided among 175 men, or $4 each, as their 
share of the savings of the company for March under the In- 
dustrial Democracy system now operative there. The company 
realizes an equal amount through the economies and efficiencies 
of the employees of the mills. 

This is the third month the system has been in operation. The 
first payment amounted to $5 to each employee, the second to #, 
and now the third payment is equal to the second. O. P. Barnes, 
secretary-treasurer of the company, said today that the earnings 
figure somewhat over the amount awarded this month, but as 
only even dollars are paid each month, the surplus will be added 
to the amount divided next month. 

The employees are highly pleased with the results obtained. It 
is realized that since the system was adopted there have inter- 
vened several obstacles to. keep results down. A shortage of 
water flow made best results difficult during the winter, and 


during the last portion of March there was an over supply of 
water. It is expected that normal working conditions will result 
in better records. 

Taggarts Paper Company advanced the wages of the men in 
December, and now another advance will be accorded in accord- 
ance with the decision reached this week between organized labor 
and manufacturers. The new agreement becomes operative May 
1. The advances in wages do not affect the amount of the indus- 
trial democracy benefits. 


St. Regis Lumbering Operations 


The St. Regis Paper Company is now transferring its major 
lumbering operations to its extensive timber stands in Canada. 
Sawing and rossing machinery is to be set up there, and C. C. 
Burns, general manager of the company, said today that already 
the equipment is on its way. Machinery used in the St. Regis 
Falls pulp wood operations is now being transferred to the new 
tract and new equipment is being added. : 

The company purchased a Virgin tract of timber last year and is 
starting the cutting over 30,000 acres. The supply will not be 
exhausted for years to come. 

The new plant is being established at Oscalana, Quebec. It is 
located on the Transcontinental Railroad at a point 200 miles 
northwest of the city of Quebec. Already the company has cut 
15,000 cords of wood there and the new machinery is being set 
up for the purpose of rossing and cutting the logs into pulp wood 
lengths convenient to shipment to the local pulp mills of the 
company. : 

A very large amount of wood is required to keep the company’s 
large paper mills running, and the future will see continuous 
streams of wood coming from the Canadian wilds. 


Paper Makers Have Annual Ball 


The second annual ball of Knowlton Brothers Co-operative 
Association will be held Tuesday night. It is expected that .100 
couples, officials, clerks and employees of the company and friends 
will attend the affair. 

The ball will be held in the drafting room of the New York 
Air Brake building, adjoining the paper mill, which was re- 
cently purchased by the company. William Schell is in charge 
of the committee of arrangements, and everything is in readiness 
for a grand event. 

The Kamargo Mills colors will be interwoven into the scheme 
of decorations with the big banner at the head of the hall. In- 
candescent red, white and blue lights form the main decorations, 
these being spread by William Lewis, the mill superintendent of 
power. 


Timber Strike May Affect Paper 


MENOMINEE, Mich., April 19, 1920.—Paper mills, lumber mills 
and all other wood working manufacturing plants of the nation 
will suffer on May 4 when many thousand timber workers of all 
kinds throughout the upper peninsula of Michigan go on strike for 
eight hours work and ten hours pay. This is the greatest timber 
producing section in the Uriited States so that when the strike 
breaks the paper shortage as well as the shortage in all other 
products depending upon wood will be greatly augmented. Em- 
ployers assert that they will close down permanently rather than 
meet the demands. They are showing fight by shipping out more 
lumber than has ever been known here. Great lumber piles which 
have not been depleted for fifty years today stand nearly empty.

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HOSKIN-MORAINVILLE CO. 
STARTS WORK ON NEW PLANT 


New Mill Expected to be Completed by Dec. 1 and Actual 
Paper Manufacturing Is Expected to Begin by Jan. | 
—Peerless Paper Products Co. Starts Work on New Fac- 
tory Building—Ahdawagam Paper Products Co. Will 
Largely Increase Its Output and Double the Number of 
Employees—Steps Taken to Prevent Further Narrowing 
of Wisconsin River—General News of Wisconsin Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., April 20, 1920.—Construction of a $350,000 
plant for the newly organized Hoskin-Morainville Paper Com- 
pany at Menominee, Mich., has been started and will be completed 
by December 1. Actual paper manufacturing is expected to be- 
gin by January 1, 1921. The construction contract has been 
awarded to the H. J. Selmer Construction Company of Green 
Bay, Wis. 

The plant will be located on the site of an old saw mill near the 
mouth of the Menominee river. The site is said to be among the 
most favorable for paper mills in the Middle West. It is planned 
in the future to dredge out the river so that boats can load and 
unload at the plant. Rail lines will connect the mill with the 
water until these plans can be carried out. Driving of piles for 
the mill foundations has been started. 

The main building will be 562 feet long, 80 feet wide and two 
stories high, of concrete, brick and steel construction. Plans also 
provide for a boiler house, turbine room and concrete smokestack, 
200 feet high. Power will be generated by steam, at least for the 
present. The company contemplates the erection of a pulpmill in 
the future but plans have not been worked out. 

Much of the machinery has been ordered for delivery when the 
building is ready to receive it. The plant will be equipped to 
manufacture all kinds of paper but it is said that present plans 
contemplate the manufacture of the finer grades and it will be cne 
of the largest plants in the Middle West devoted to the manu- 
facture of the grades which will be featured. 

The Hoskin-Morainville Company was organized shortly after 
the Continental Paper Bag Company acquired control of the 
Marinette and Menominee Paper Company. ., It is capitalized. at 
$700,000 and R. W. S. Hoskin, formerly manager of the Marin- 
ette and Menominee Company, is its president and manager. 
Much of the stock is held by Marinette, Menominee, Green Bay 
and upper peninsula of Michigan capitalists. 


Peerless Paper Co. Building Factory 

The Peerless Paper Products Company of Menasha, Wis., has 
started work on a new factory, 50 feet wide by 150 feet long, on 
property of the McGillan-Asmuth Paper Company, with which it 
is intimately connected. Besides the factory building, a new of- 
fice structure will be erected. 

Machinery in the present Peerless plant will be moved to the 
new structure as soon as it is completed, probably in the middle 
of the summer, and much new machinery will be installed. When 
the work is completed the Peerless plant will be one of the largest 
and most modern conversion plants in the Middle West. 

Installation of a second paper machine in the McGillan-Smith 
Company plant and the erection of a building to house it is con- 
templated. 

Both companies were organized within the last few years. The 
officers are the same for each concern. They are as follows: 
President, A. W. Asmuth, Milwaukee; vice-president, R. J. 
Fieweger, Menasha; secretary-treasurer, T. E. McGillan, Menasha. 


Ahdawagam Paper Co. Expands 
Machinery under construction and now being installed in the 


Ahdawagam Paper Products Company plant at Grand Rapids, 
Mich., will largely increase its output and double the number 
of employees. Construction of a paper warehouse, 150 feet long 
by 50 feet wide, has already been started. 

New machinery will make it possible to manufacture corru- 
gated shipping boxes and corrugated paper for other commer- 
cial uses. Machines for making wax paper of various grades, 
both printed and unprinted, are now being installed and will be 
ready for operation by May 1. The corrugated paper machines, 
however, will not be installed until about July. 

Considerable heavy box board and ‘fiber board is now being 
manufactured. The company also makes paper tubes and cores for 
winding paper from paper machines. 

The Ahdawagam Company was organized to deal in paper prod- 
ucts only recently. It formerly was engaged in the manufacture 
of furniture. Business has increased rapidly, however, and in- 
stallation of new machinery was made necessary by the rapid 
growth of the concern. 


Against Narrowing Wisconsin River 

Paper mill construction along the Wisconsin river is narrowing 
the channel of that stream in some places to such an extent that 
the danger of flood is increasing rapidly, according to a complaint 
from Grand Rapids. It has been proposed there that steps be 
taken to prevent further narrowing of the river by the Consoli- 
dated Water Power and Paper Company, or to provide other 
means for giving the water unobstructed flow during flood times. 
The new power house under construction for the Consolidated 
Company is further narrowing the channel and as a result much 
of the city was flooded this spring. 

Opposition is growing in Stevens Point to raising the level of 
the Jackson Milling Company’s: dam across the Mississippi river 
on the ground that the city will be subjected to further flood dan- 
gers unless protective measures are adopted. At a recent hearing 
before the Wisconsin railroad rate commission the matter was 
threshed out but no decision was rendered. The Consolidated 
Water Power and Paper Company, which operates a mill at 
Stevens Point was represented at this hearing by Attorney T. 
W. Brazeau of Grand Rapids. 

General News of the Trade 

F, J. Sensenbrenner, vice-president of the Kimberly-Clark Com- 
pany, Neenah, last week was appointed a member of a committee 
of prominent men which will arrange for a decennial celebration 
in observance of the fenth anniversary of the Forest Products 
laboratory as a part of the University of Wisconsin at Madison. 
The celebration will be staged in Madison in June. The Forest 
Products laboratory is equipped with a miniature paper mill and 
pulp mill and research work carried on there has been of ines- 
timable benefit to the paper industry. 

Another Fox river valley papermill man'to be appointed to a 
committee of national scope is Judson G. Rosebush who was 
placed on the national committee in charge of the Interchurch 
World Movement. Several of the most prominent men in the 
United States are members of this committee which will have 
charge of raising $300,000,000 to carry out a stupendous five year 
program mapped out by about thirty protestant denominations. 
Mr. Rosebush is also a member of the Wisconsin committee in 
charge of the campaign and was one of the organizers in this 
State. He has devoted much time to the work in the last few 
months. 

Wisconsin papermill men fared badly in the recent campaign 
for election as delegates to the national Republican convention. 
Both J. G. Rosebush, Appleton, and John Strange, Menasha were 
defeated. Mr. Rosebush was candidate for district delegate on the 
“uninstructed” ticket and Mr. Strange sought election as dele- 
gate at large pledged to the interests of Major General Leonard 
Wood. Both men were defeated by candidates pledged to support 
Senator Robert M. LaFollette. 
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SEVENTEENTH PAPER MILL IS 
BEING BUILT INKALAMAZOO 


Plant Is Being Erected for the Sutherland Paper Co. and Its 
Product Will Supply the Big Box and Carton Factory 
Operated by That Concern—Will be Designed for a One 
104-Inch Five Cylinder Machine But it Is so Planned 
That it Can be Easily Expanded to a Two Machine Plant 


at Minimum Expense—from a Small Beginning the Com- 


pany Has Increased the Capital to $500,000.

Katamazoo, Mich., April 19, 1920.—Kalamazoo’s seventeenth 
paper mill, one for the manufacture of board, is now being erected 
and should be ready for operation by the early fall. 

The mill is being built for the Sutherland Paper Company and 
the product of it will supply the big box and carton factory oper- 
ated by that concern. O. F. Miller, contractor, is in charge of the 
work, the plans having been prepared under the direction of Dan 
J. Albertson, consulting architect. 

Preliminary work for the mill includes going down 14 feet to 
hard pan for a setting for the concrete footings and piers that will 
support the structure. As a guard against future floods, the 
foundations were carried high enough to put the first floor at 
least one foot above the highest flood record ever registered here, 
or exactly on a level with the present offices and conversion plants. 

Plans Provide for Expansion 

The mill is designed for one machine, but is so planned that it 
can be expanded to a two machine mill plant at a minimum of 
expense. The mill is 375 by 96 feet overall and is one story high, 
with the exception of the stock house, 48 by 96 feet in dimensions, 
which is three stories high. The stock house will be of standard 
mill construction, the balance of the plant will be brick and con- 
crete with steel girder roofs. The plant will be completely 
equipped with sprinklers and will have fire walls and fire protec- 
tion doors. 

* The equipment for the machine room will be a five cylinder 
Mills Machine Company’s board machine, 104 inches wide and 
producing 40 to 45 tons every 24 hours. There will be five 2,000 
pound E. D. Jones beaters, three Shartle Brothers’ Jordans and 
four Shartle stock pumps. The power plant will be equipped with 
five 200 horse power Wickes boilers, with stokers; one 200 k.w. 
Terry turbine and a Brownell engine direct connected to the board 
machine. 

Provision for Large Coal Supply 

Adequate provisions are made for a large coal supply under a 
concrete trestle, carrying a coal conveyor. Water will be fur- 
nished from wells, while a 140,000 gallon reservoir will carry ample 
supply for an hour’s run. 

L. W. Sutherland, president of the company, in a recent inter- 
view stated that the converting plant is now consuming about 25 
tons of board stock daily and that as soon as the new mill is 
completed, the company plans to enlarge its conversion plant suffi- 
ciently to use the entire production of the board mill. 


Company’s Growth Remarkable 

The growth of this company has been spectacular. In 1916 the 
Kalamazoo Carton Company was organized with a capital of 
$10,000. The stockholdings were steadily increased to provide 
funds for the erection. of the present converting plant and offices. 
In 1918 the Kalamazoo Carton Company was succeeded by the 
Sutherland Paper Company, capital $200,000. This capitalization 
has now been increased to $500,000. 

L. W. Sutherland, president and general manager, is assisted 
in the direction of this industry by his brother, Frederick W. 


Sutherland, as secretary-treasurer and formerly in charge of the 
purchasing department of the Bryant Paper Company. 

The company has built up an enormous business in cartons and 
waxed and parchmentized paper, which are shipped to all points 
in the United States. 


To Protect Michigan Forests 

The people of Michigan are beginning to take a little interest 
in the preservation of what remains of the State’s depleted forest 
areas. Because of the shortage of wood pulp and the famine in 
print paper, speakers from the various State departments at num- 
erous meetings are calling attention with renewed insistence that it 
is time for Michigan to rouse itself and do something to prevent 
waste and destruction of what remains of the one-time richest 
forest areas in the United States. 

Only recently at a meeting in Grand Rapids, a speaker from 
the forestry department of the Michigan Agricultural depart- 
ment said at the present time that small fires in the scattered 
wooded areas are doing damage of millions of dollars annually 
and that all this could be prevented by a little care. 

A meeting of the Michigan Academy of Science recently held 
in Ann Arbor took steps to assist the Public Domains Commission 
of the State to secure adequate funds and legislative support for 
the protection of the forest areas. 

George L, Lusk, Bay City, secretary of the commission, called at- 
tention to the fact that last year only one-fourth of the area that 
needed protection was patrolled and he predicted that some day 
the whole northern section of the State would be destroyed by.a 
vast conflagration. 

He advocated the purchase of machines, the employment’ of 
aviators and the erection of high towers and engaging watchmen 
for regular guard duty. 

Mr. Lusk stated that during the past decade vast quantities of 
young spruce timber, suitable in the years to come for ground 
wood, had been destroyed by neglect and that these fires not only 
killed off the growing timber, but also ruined the organic value 
of much good soil and rendered it practically useless for future 
agricultural purposes. 


Eddy Paper Co. Increasing Stock 

The Eddy Paper Company, Three Rivers and White Pigeon, 
has been granted permission by the Secretary of State to increase 
its capital from $2,500,000 to $15,000,000. The sale of $1,000,000 
seven per cent preferred stock, convertible into common stock has 
been inaugurated. 

General Trade Notes 

The Proudfit Loose Leaf Company, Grand Rapids, has increased 
its capital stock from $60,000 to $135,000. 

The Union Bag & Paper Company’s mill at Sheboygan, Mich., 
has been forced to suspend on account of fuel shortage. 

The Standard Paper Company is erecting a 6,000 gallon tank 
for fire protection. 

S. B. Monroe, general manager of the Bardeen Paper Company, 
is in New York on business. B. C. Dickinson and J. H. Dewing, 
respectively, president and vice-president of the Standard Paper 
Company, have returned from an eastern business trip. 

News Print Report Expected Soon 

Advices from Washington state that the reort of the Federal 
Trade Commission on the news print situation which was asked 
for some time ago by the Attorney General is completed, it is 
understood, but the report itself has not yet been passed on by the 
commission. 

Officials of the commission who are in close touch with the 
situation believe that the report will be forwarded this week or 
certainly next week. None of the commissioners, however, will 
make any definite statement as to when the report will be for- 
warded.

Main Difficulty However, Has Been the Distribution of Stocks 
Brought in, to Customers Not Reached by the Lines of 
the Boston & Maine—This Contingency Has Demonstrated 
the Practical Availability of the Motor Truck for Heavy 
Hauls as it Has Never Been Shown Before—Pulpwood 
Drives Now in Full Force Throughout New England—- 
Dennison Co. to Have Profit-Sharing Plan.

Boston, Mass., April 19, 1920.—The Boston & Maine railroad 
has been the salvation of a large percentage of the paper jobbers 
of the city whose stock is largely the product of Maine and New 
Hampshire mills. During the traffic difficulties of the past three 
or four months, due to the weather and the labor situation, the 
Boston & Maine has been making deliveries of stock with prompt- 
ness and regularity that is considered remarkable, under all the 
circumstances, and that has made possible the partial filling 
of orders that have kept many a New England publisher or dealer 
off the rocks of a suspension of business. 

The main difficulty has, of course, been the distribution of the 
stock brought in to customers not reached by the lines of the 
Boston & Maine. This contingency has served to demonstrate 
the practical availability of the motor truck for long hauls 
as it has never been shown before. 

Use Fleet of Trucks 

The Summer street firm of William H. Claflin & Co., one of the 
city’s largest dealers in wrapping paper and bags and allied 
products, has illustrated what can be done by a never-say-die 
policy carried oue regardless of extraneous conditions. Its largest 
producers are the Continental Paper Bag Company, with mills 
at Rumford, Me., and the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company 
at Gardner, in the same state. The successful endeavors of the 
Boston & Maine to keep these goods moving from the mill have 
kept the company in supply of stock that has been very nearly 
normal, In order to keep itself from being snowed under with 
a stock that could not be railroaded to its customers the firm 
not only had in constant use a sizeable fleet of trucks, but has 
made many important deliveries by electric freight and even 
by horse truck loads over many miles of almost impassable roads. 

Claflin & Co. are the New England agents and distributors 
for a variety of waxed paper utensils and containers, including 
the popular “Lily” drinking cups. To keep their trade going they 
have hauled these in five-ton loads from New York and supplied 
their trade by the same method. An important element in the 
increase of prices all along the paper trade line is the fact that 
motor truck deliveries and hauling cost are more than three times 
as much as the regulation freight method. 

Go After Own Supplies 

The receipt by Boston jobbers of a long delayed supply of bond 
from the mills of the Brown Company at Berlin, N. H., is 
reported. Among those to benefit by this delivery was the John 
Carter Company. It, with a number of other Boston dealers, 
succeeded in getting under way a train of thirty empty freight 
cars with the intention of having them filled at Berlin; but 
en route twenty-six of the thirty disappeared in other directions, 
and for distressed dealers in other lines of trade. The four cars 
that were returned to Boston did but little to relieve the bond 
shortage. The same men at once succeeded in assembling an- 
other train of empties and took the precaution to send a guard 
or two along with it. This one, by this means, reached its desti- 
nation, and its return a day or two ago warrants the more 
amiable frame of mind of the Boston jobbers. 


The fact that the Carter Company received from the Holyoke 
mills, a few days ago, an order which should have reached it on 
January 26 furnishes an instance of the delays and vexations that 
have been the rule during the greater part of the present winter. 

It is predicted, however, in local trade headquarters that the 
situation will continue to ease off from this time for at least 
the duration of the summer, and particularly with regard to the 
shortage of news print. This prophecy is based on the normal 
falling off of newspaper advertising during the summer months. 
There is, however, no indication of a drop in the price of news. 


Paper Imports from Sweden 

The receipt in Boston recently of a small consignment of paper 
imported from Sweden has caused some conjecture on the part 
of the jobbers as to what effect further imports of the same 
nature might have upon the markets of the United States, but 
it is pointed out by older heads that there is little likelihood of 
much of this product coming here, in view of the fact that the 
situation in England is about as acute as it is here, and that 
the paper can be disposed of there at an equal profit, thus elimi- 
nating the delay and liabilities of the ocean trip. 

From this angle the indications are said to be of an increase 
of production of news print of approximately 15 per cent for 
1920 over that of 1919, with an increase of nearly twice that 
amount necessary to meet the coming demand. 


Pulpwood Drives in Full Force 

The main drives of pulpwood through the streams of Maine, 
Vermont and New Hampshire are this week reported as in full 
force and effect, although some of the contributory ponds and 
lakes are still ice bound. The railroads of Maine are prepared 
to handle about a quarter of a million cords during the summer, 
entailing the use of 20,000 cars in delivering this product to the 
various paper mills. An immense amount will also be transported 
from the New Brunswick woods by boat for distribution by rail 
from Portland, Me. 

Farmers throughout the sections of the State where pulpwood 
still abounds are said to have made its accumulation their win- 
ter’s work, in view of the astonishing price to which it has 
mounted, and the gathering in of these smaller lots has developed 
a new class of contractors who make still another profit to the 
larger and old time buyers. 

The Eastern Manufacturing Company of Brewer, Me., is re- 
ported to have contracted to cut approximately 20,000 cords of 
pulpwood a year for the next thirty years at Danforth. 

The largest drive now on the way to Massachusetts mills is 
said to be that coming down the Ottaquechee river, contributory 
to the Connecticut, near Woodstock, Vt. It is estimated that it 
will be three weeks before it reaches its destination at Holyoke. 

Dennison Profit Sharing Plan 

Employees of the Dennison Manufacturing Company’s plant 
at Framingham are rejoicing in the prospective application of a 
profit-sharing plan which has been worked out by the company. 
The new project incorporates a provision for the distribution 
of profits in the form of non-voting common stock to be owned 
individually by employees who are nineteen years old or more 
and who have worked for the company continuously for three 
years or longer. 

In 1911, when the Dennison company reorganized, its common 
stock was converted into first preferred, non-voting stock, carry- 
ing a fixed cumulative dividend. Management of the company 
was vested in a board of directors elected by a group of prin- 
cipal employees. This group now numbers 360, and is made up 
of men who have had five years or more of service with the com- 
pany. These principal employees have been entitled to the sur- 
plus profits of each year’s business. Instead of being paid in 
cash, however, the surplus has been invested in the business 
and against it has been issued industrial partnership, dividend 
bearing stock in amounts in proportion to the salaries paid. 
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RESENT RETALIATION HINT 
FOR EMBARGO ON PULPWOOD 


Canadian Pulp and Paper Interests Not Pleased With Remarks 
of Geo. W. Sisson, Jr., at Convention of American Paper 
and Pulp Association Regarding Possible Retaliation by 
the United States Unless Canada Removes the Embargo 
in Pulpwood on Crown Lands—Riordon Pulp and Paper 
Co. to Increase Common Stock Capitalization to 


$6,000,000—To Spend $40,000,000 for Pulp.

MonrTreaL, Que., April. 19, 1920.—The pulp and paper interests 
here are inclined to resent the suggestion in President George W. 
Sisson’s address before the American Pulp and Paper Association 
in which he hinted at retaliation unless Canada removed the em- 
bargo on pulpwood from Crown Lands. Their attitude is voiced 
by Frank B. Barnjum, who is interested in pulp mills and timber 
limits in Nova Scotia. Mr. Barnjum in a statement to the press 
says: 


“All this talk of retaliatory measures on the part of the Ameri-. 


can Congress, because the Canadian people decline longer to be 
hewers of wood and traders of their birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage by shipping the life-blood of their own paper mills across the 
border in the shape of raw material, is pure bunkum. 

“That the United States would be willing or prepared to engage 
in a trade war with its second best world’s customer is, of course, 
inconceivable and ridiculous, Canada is nearer self-supporting than 
any other country on the globe, through her own and other British 
resources. . 

“In the first place, Canada has ample coal deposits for the 
running of all her industries. It is simply a matter of transporta- 
tion, and with a magnificent water route from Nova Scotia via 
the Saint Lawrence River and Great Lakes, and with rail freight 
rates continually advancing while water freights will be declining, 
it will be cheaper to transport coal by water from Nova Scotia 
than by rail from Pennsylvania. 

“Secondly, if there is one thing that Canada really has an in- 
exhaustible supply of, it is water powers. If these were developed, 
as they should be and will be in the near future, and our rail- 
roads and industries electrified, we should require very little coal. 

“There is a vast difference between the United States selling us 
coal, for which they are glad to find a market so near at hand, 
and the shipping of wood from Canada; as coal cannot be manu- 
factured any farther, and a cord of wood instead of bringing $20 
to $25 in its raw state will return a hundred dollars or more when 
turned into paper. 

“There is, of course, a serious shortage of news print paper in 
the United States, but this also applies to Canada as well, and she 
is shipping more than 80 per cent of all her paper to the United 
States to the detriment of her own newspapers, some of which 
have had to suspend publication on this account. 

“In any event, Canada’s mills might just as well be shut down 
for want of coal as for want of wood; but the fact must not be 
forgotten that she is supplying the newspapers of the United 
States with half of their news print and the moment her mills 
are shut down for want of coal or any other reason not only will 
they have sufficient paper to print their Congressional Record, 
which is one of their complaints, but one-half of their newspapers 
will be forced to suspend publication, as no country outside of 
Canada can supply this amount of paper. 

“The American people are not a party to any of this agitation 
with reference to the Underwood resolution, which is inspired by 
one or two of the larger paper companies who have suddenly 


awakened to a realization that they have only a very small wood 
supply in their own country and who are simply using the Ameri- 
can newspapers, and through them Congress, to try to help them 
out of a bad hole.” 

Riordon Company Increases Capital 

At a special meeting of the shareholders of the Riordon Pulp 
and Paper Company, in Montreal on Thursday, formal approval 
was given to the proposal of the board of directors of the enter- 
prise to increase the common stock capitalization from $4,500,000 
to $6,000,000. Announcement was made at the meeting that the 
$1,500,000 new stock would be offered to shareholders in the ratio 
of one share for every three held at the price of $125. 

The unprecedented demand for pulp-and paper made in the 
Dominion, it was, stated, offered exceptional facilities for the 
profitable expansion of the company’s activities, to meet which de- 
velopment it had been decided to raise additional capital by the 
sale of common stock. 

The annual meeting of the company, which preceded the special 
one, was largely of a formal nature, some 86 per cent of the out- 
standing stock, however, being presented either in person or by 
proxy. Officers and directors were re-elected without change as 
follows: 

Charles Riordon, president; Carl Riordon, vice-president; F. B. 
Whittet, secretary-treasurer; J. W. Wheeler, T. J. Stevenson, J. S. 
Douglas, J. B. White, C. B. Thorne, C. G. Bancroft, and T. E. 
Warren. 

Following the annual meeting it was announced that the directors 
had declared the usual quarterly dividend of 2% per cent on the 
common, payable May 15, to holders of record May 8. 


Forty Million Dollars to Spend for Pulp 


G. R. Hall Caine, son of Hall Caine, the novelist, who has been 
here for some weeks past in an endeavor to secure pulpwood 
limits and pulp on behalf of seven of the largest newspaper pub- 
lishers in England, states that the syndicate he represents is pre- 
pared to spend $40,000,000 in insuring that their newspapers will 
secure an adequate and continuous supply of news print paper, 
and to this end propose to buy pulpwood areas here and erect 
pulp mills. Already they have a line of freight steamers to carry 
the pulp across the ocean and also their own paper mils in England. 
Briefly, the scheme of the Canadian purchase is to get out the 
pulpwood on their own lands, manufacture in their own mills in 
this country, transport it to England on their own steamers and 
there convert it into paper in their own paper mills and sell it to 
their own newspapers. Mr. Caine is a director of several English 
paper mill companies and also of the Saguenay Pulp and Paper 
Company in Canada. While he has not yet closed for the pur- 
chase of any land, he is in close negotiation for an area of 1,000 
square miles, which, he says, is suitable for his purpose and which 
will yield sufficient wood to keep his mills in operation for several 
years. 

New Paper Company in New Brunswick 


The bill to incorporate the Fraser Paper Company, Limited, 
which gives them authority to erect dams on the Tobique River. 
at what is known as the Narrows, where they propose to re- 
establish a pulp plant, with a capacity of 250 tons a day, and also 
a large paper mill, is now before the corporations committee of 
the Legislature. Large delegations from Perth, Victoria county, 
have appeared before the committee and pressed for the passage 
of the bill. Representatives of the Department of Marine and Fish- 
eries and the Tobique Salmon Club, which is composed largely of 
wealthy Americans, who*don’t want to lose their sporting place, 
are the only ones opposing the bill. In connection with the ex- 
tensive industrial development the Fraser interests are carrying 
on in New Brunswick, it is said that they are preparing to ex-

This telegram is expected to clear the air considerably for the 
many employees of the Crocker-McElwain Company and Chemical 
Paper Manufacturing Company who have been reluctant about 
signing the individual contracts offered them by the company, and 
which contracts have been denounced by the Eagle Lodge of Paper- 
makers. With the International body behind the movement the 
local organizations now feel that they can take a decided stand 
in the matter.

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CHICAGO PAPER SITUATION 
~ HAS BECOME MORE CRITICAL 


Strike of the Railroad Men Has Added Greatly to the Confu- 
sion of the Situation—Newspapers are Hard Pressed to 
Get Sufficient Supplies of News Print—Mills Are Having 
Great Difficulty in Getting Coal and Unless the Situation 
Is Relieved Soon Some of the Plants Will be Compelled 
to Close Down—Chicago Herald and Examiner Raises 
Price of Sunday Edition to 10 Cents. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Cuicaco, April 19, 1920.—The news print situation is daily be- 
coming more serious, and even some of the largest newspapers 
of the Middle Western cities, which get their paper on very 
closely drawn contracts, are up in the air for paper., It is becom- 
ing evident that contracts do not amount to a great deal in cases 
where the amount of goods produced is not sufficient to meet 
the demand. 

Strike Made Bad Situation Worse 

The strike of railroad switchmen, in which many engineers 
and firemen joined, has tied up everything tighter than a drum. 
The railroads have established embargoes against Chicago on 
paper and about everything else. Nevertheless, some paper has 
been reaching the city. It ‘arrives on the outskirts, miles from 
the center of the city, and it is necessary for the paper dealers 
and other receivers to make long hauls by motor truck in order 
to get the paper to the warehouses. The railroads seem abso- 
lutely unable to give authentic information as to the location oi 
cars of paper between the mills and Chicago. For instance, 
a mill in Kalamazoo informs a Chicago customer that a carload 
of paper has left for Chicago. On the third morning, at the 
latest, it ought to arrive in Chicago, the car fails to arrive, and 
the receiver, in bad need of the paper, asks the railroad for in- 
formation. Short-handed, and struggling with the strike, the 
railroad is unable to make answer. The department which looks 
after those matters is days behind with its work. In some in- 
stances the shipper is forced to go without information for ten 
days or longer. Eventually the car arrives, but the effect is to 
throw out of gear the nicely adjusted machinery of trading, and 
endless confusion has been caused because of the utter break- 
down of railroad service. On the part of jobbers, as well as mills, 
there is a loud cry for better service from the railroads. If the 
railroads must advance their freight rates in order to give better 
service, they should be allowed to do so, in the opinion of many 
members of the trade. Very apparently, the carriers have not 
enough cars, locomotives, or men to properly handle the business 
of the nation. To all protests, and to all demands for improved 
service, they are now answering that they must have more revenue 
before they can afford to make the improvement asked. 


Coal, Supply Interfered With 

Reports have reached the city from paper producing territory 
that the switchmen’s strike is interfering with the coal supply, 
and that unless coal is received soon the mills will have to close 
down for lack of fuel. Only a short time has elapsed since the 
close of the bituminous coal strike, and few of the mills’ have 
been able to build up their piles, which were seriously depleted 
at that time. The embargoes on coal, coupled with sporadic 
strikes of miners in the western bituminous fields, have once 
more made it difficult to get the black diamonds in quantity. The 
Wisconsin mills, which depend upon the so-called “dock coal” 
transported by boat, are not short, it is understood, but the mills 
in Michigan and Northern Indiana, depending upon a regular 
rail supply, have been ‘caught unprepared by the strikes and 
other troubles: 
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Sunday Edition Now 10 Cents 
The Chicago Herald and Examiner has gone to 10 cents for 
its Sunday edition, giving the increased cost of print paper as its 


chief excuse. The advertising departments of all the great daily 
newspapers of this city are requesting department store and other 
large advertisers to cut down on their space as much as possible. 
New advertisers find it almost impossible to get space at any 
price. Many offered contracts are being turned down, the news- 
papers wishing to avoid the addition of extra pages because of 
their print paper supply. Raising rates has been tried as a means 
of crowding down the advertising, but it does not work well. 
In fact, the newspapers declare they found they received just as 
much advertising at the increased rates as they did before, and 
that the object of the increase, which was to save print paper, 
was not accomplished.

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TRADE CONDITIONS DISTURB 
PAPER MEN OF PHILADELPHIA 


Delegates and Visitors to the Convention in New York Return 
with the Belief That There Is Nothing Artificial in the 
Shortage and That the High Prices for Paper Are Due to 
Conditions Over Which the Paper Mills Have no Control 
—Harney N. Platt Returns from Abroad Firmly Con- 
vinced That Paper Men in This Country Should More 
Carefully Cultivate Foreign Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 20, 1920.—The whole Philadelphia paper 
trade moved to New York at the beginning of last week, filled 
with perplexities over the future of the business but hopeful that 
many would be removed; it returned from New York at the close 
of the week, delighted by the entertainment received, encouraged 
anew to grapple with the problems of the business, but still per- 
plexed over the future. Diligent inquiry failed to reveal one jobber 
who had been successful in persuading a mill representative to 
favor him with early shipments. There was unanimity in the re- 
ports that the mills will not take orders save for deliveries some 
time after the close of the year and that no decline in prices is in 
sight. But the returned visitors did come back with the belief 
that there was nothing artificial in the shortage and the high prices, 
and that hard as were the conditions laid down by the mill men 
they were due not to any combination or conspiracy but solely to 
obstacles which the mills are powerless to remove at this time. 

Information and goods were the two things sought by those who 
journeyed over to New York; all came back with information, 
none with goods. 

Higher Prices for News Print 

Said Simon Walter, one of the returned jobbers, “While in New 
York I closed an order for a carload of news at 15 cents. It was 
with some pride that I mentioned that fact to a mill representa- 
tive whom I knew intimately. Imagine my surprise when he re- 
plied that he too had closed a news order—for 100 tons at 17 
cents and that it was his opinion that before long common news 
would run up as high as 25 cents. When the market is so topsy 
turvy that news brings a higher price than book and when ground 
wood costs more than sulphite, what can one predict of the future?” 

Should Cultivate Foreign Trade 

Said former National President Harvey N. Platt of the J. L. N. 
Smythe Company, who hurried back from Europe that he might 
attend the convention, “I should like to reiterate what I said in 
my address to the National Association—cultivate the export mar- 
kets. Therein lies our safety for the future. When I was abroad 
and prepared my paper, I came to this conclusion not from things 
I heard others say, but from conditions which I observed with 
my own eyes. Since conversing with others who are acquainted 
with world conditions, I have heard man after man point out the 
importance of developing our foreign trade. We in the United 
States have now more than a foothold in this world’s trade. If 
we do not look after it now, we will lose it forever. And the loss 
will be severe. The foreign market is our best safety valve and 
our best stabilizer.” 


Shortage of All Kinds of Stock 

The story of the past week in the trade is the story of those 
which immediately have preceded it; shortage everywhere, 
clamorous demand on the part of buyers for stock, willingness to 
take substitutes without parleying, total disregard of prices, in 
brief a seller’s market, be that seller mill man or jobber. This 
past week, however, conditions were aggravated by the total sus- 
pension of freight shipments. Strikes and embargoes prevented 


the incoming or outgoing of any freight. A few deliveries were 
made to nearby points by auto, and the limited local trolley freight 
service was resorted to, but these were only slight aids. 

The freight tie up has had serious consequences in the Manayunk 
manufacturing districts. In the big plant of the Philadelphia Paper 
Manufacturing Company but two mills were running at the close 
of the week; four others were flat because stock was not avail- 
able. The Dill & Collins Company pulp mill had to close down 
for lack of coal. To keep its mills going the firm purchased 
some 250 tons of pulp locally and hauled it out to Manayunk by 
auto truck. Eighteen carloads of paper were left standing on a 
siding above Flat Rock. There was not available an engine to 
move them. At the week-end a tractor was impressed into service 
to shunt the cars to a place where trucks could get to them. Then 
a transfer was made to truck and from truck to barges for a trip 
by canal to New York. Twenty carloads of pulp .also were tied 
up on the tracks near Flat Rock. 

Paper Stock Prices Hold Firm 

Inability to make shipments to out of town points caused some 
congestion of stock in the warehouses of local dealers. Prices 
on paper stock and on rags likewise held up here, remained un- 
affected, however, the dealers believing that the congestion was only 
temporary and that mill demand would take the accumulation at 
former prices just as ‘soon as freights were resumed. 

Pennsylvania Paper Stock Co. Gets Building 

What may develop into a factor of considerable importance in 
the stock business, comes with the announcement just made, that 
Newell J. Lewis identified with the Pennsylvania Paper Stock 
Company of Pittsburgh Pa., took title from S. B. & B. W. Fleisher, 
Inc., through Chester D. Rottner, of the large warehouse 2546 to 
and including 2608 Callowhill street. Informal announcement was 
made that Mr. Lewis proposes to have the big building completely 
remodeled for the sorting of scrap paper into some thirty grades 
by methods said to be new in this city, but successfully used in the 
West. The trade information is that the Pennlylvania Company 
for a long time has had an arrangement with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad for the purchase of all the company’s waste paper and 
that at the present time a large force of sorters is at work in 
the company’s property at 30th and Market streets grading the 
waste paper and preparing it for shipment, but that henceforth 
the Pennsylvania Paper Stock Company will operate its own 
warehouse on the site just secured. Including the purchase price 
of the buildings at 25th and Callowhill streets the deal just closed 
involves, in the cost of extensive alterations and installation of 
machinery and other equipment, an outlay of almost $500,000. It is 
anticipated that the new plant will be in complete operation in 
about three months. 

Philadelphia Box Board Co. Buys Dwellings 

A group of manufacturing buildings and a dwelling at the north- 
west corner of Swanson and Tasker streets on a lot 380 by 148 
feet was transferred last week by D. Newman to the Philadelphia 
Fiber Box Board Mills Company. Revenue stamps attached to the 
deed of transfer show the consideration to have been about $30,- 
000 subject to a mortgage of $90,000. The ‘assessed value of the 
buildings was $100,000. It is understood that the plant will soon 
be in operation and will be a large purchaser of paper stock for 
the manufacture of container news and chip. 

Entertain Class in Salesmanship 

The D. L. Ward Company and W. C. Hamilton & Sons, Inc., 
were hosts on Saturday afternoon to seventy-five members of the 
Class in Salesmanship of the Typothete of Philadelphia who are 
studying to become salesmen and saleswomen of printing to con- 
sumers and of paper to printers. Assembled at the City Club as 
guests of the Ward Company, arrangements having been made by 
Thomas J. Curry, the young men and three young women, Miss

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PAPER SHORTAGE IN TORONTO 
BECOMING MUCH MORE ACUTE 


Outlook From a Shipping Standpoint is Improving—Prices are 
Firm and While There Have Been no Advances Very 
Recently, Indications are That Prices Will Increase Be- 
fore They Go Lower—Canadian Customers to be Given 
a Square Deal by Paper Manufacturers in Spite of Big 
Demand for Paper From the States—Prices for Pulp- 
wood Give Indications of Being Higher. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., April 19, 1920.—With the shortage in paper of 
all kinds becoming more accentuated and deliveries hampered by 
congestion in railway traffic, embargoes and shortage of cars, the 
past few days have been trying ones with paper manufacturers, 
consumers and wholesalers. The outlook from a shipping stand- 
point is now improving and the weather has changed for tne 
better. The coming few weeks should see an amelioration of con- 
ditions which have now prevailed for several months. Prices are 
very firm and, while there is no increase on any line to record 
this week, there are indications that values will ascend before 
they go any lower. Some, who handle kraft, both glazed and 
unglazed, which has gone up from eight and a half cents to job- 
bers, in car load lots, during the past few months, to eleven 
cents, predict that the figure will reach fifteen cents before there 
is a halt. The shortage is very acute. Word has been received 
from the Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company, Three Rivers, 
Que., that it has just placed an order for two additional machines 
making six on order. The shortage in M G kraft is very acute 
and no orders are accepted by the firm which is many months be- 
hind in this commodity. Pulp prices are very stiff and one 
concern has withdrawn quotations altogether, not being able to 
take on any more business for some time. In the rag and paper 
stock market, all grades are in demand and dealers have been 
greatly handicapped in shipments across the line by reason of 
the embargoes. The shortage in many lines of rags continues with 
requisitions lively. 

Canadian Customers to Get Square Deai 


The mutual agreement, which Canadian publishers have with 
news print producers, to secure supplies of paper at four cents per 
pound will expire on July 1 next—the end of the six months’ 
period—and there have been numerous rumors afloat, now that 
price control and supervision of the industry no longer exist 
in Canada by reason of the recent decision of the Supreme Court, 
—that American publishing interests with huge capital at their 
disposal would come in and offer fabulous prices for the entire 
output of Canadian plants in an attempt to ensure their supply 
for a long time to come. If prices were thus sent sky high, it 
would sooner or later react unfavorably on Canadian publishers, 
with their necessarily much smaller circulation and the Canadian 
newspapers would not be able to continue in business, or at least 
some of them would not. 

Speaking to the Paper Trape JouRNAL, the sales manager of 
one of the largest companies in the Dominion set at nought such 
rumors. He declared that they valued the home market which 
would be given first consideration and even went so far as to 
add that whatever was the prevailing figure on the other side, 
Canadian publishers would get their supplies at the same rate 
and would not likely be asked to bear the burden of the rate of 
exchange, at present running from eight to ten per cent. Cana- 
dian customers would thus get a square deal. Another manufac- 
turer said that, even supposing they cut off the Canadian market 
and shipped all their paper to the United States, the producers 
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would not be able to get away with such a move. Public opinion 
counted for a great deal and the power of the press was not 
to be minimized. The manufacturers, providing such a move was 
contemplated, would simply be drawing a hornets’ nest about their 
ears. 
Government Responsible 

In regard to the present shortage of news print, a leading 
producer stated this week that the Dominion Government was 
largely responsible for the present state of affairs by listening 
to the publishers and regulating the price arbitrarily for the last 
three years. Just before news print control went into effect the 
big companies in Canada had arrangements for extensions to 
their plants and buildings practically entered into, to the extent 
of thirty million dollars, which were cancelled or deferred owing 
to the dark outlook and policy of interference with the natural 
law of supply and demand, While most of these extensions 
were now under way, if there had been no intermeddling with 
the manufacturers, the contracts would have been completed by 
this time, instead of being in progress, and there would be six 
or eight hundred tons more available than there are at present. 


Pulp Concessionaires Must Use Hydro Power 

J. J. Carrick, of Port Arthur, who holds the rights to cut pulp 
wood and other timber on the Pic River and Black Sturgeon 
limits, in the district of Thunder Bay, must use hydro-electric 
power in the operation of the proposed big pulp and paper mills, 
which will be built at Port Arthur by the Great Lakes Pulp and 
Paper Company. The question was brought up in the Ontario Leg- 
islature last week and Premier Drury stated that the administration 
would insist that the company use hydro power. Everything 
possible would be done to arrive at an agreement with those who 
hold the concessions and, if no agreement could be reached, then 
“the government would undertake other action.” Mr. Dewart, 
leader of the Liberal party, moved that the Legislature disapprove 
of the agreement entered into by the Provincial Government con- 
cerning these woodpulp concessions, but his motion failed.

The pulp wood concessionaires 
in the erection of their mills will not be allowed to go anywhere 
they like for electric power, but make use of the hydro and 
every effort will be put forth by Ontario to come to a mutually 
satisfactory understanding on this disputed question.

American Publishers Anxious About Paper 

As a result of the switchmen’s strike and the consequent em- 
bargoes at frontier points, a number of American newspapers, 
which get their supplies of news print from Canada, spent several 
anxious days. C. A. Stevenson, of the Chicago Herald-Examiner, 
and other American publishers were in Toronto last week to 
get shipments held in Ontario rushed through. They were able 
to get many car loads of paper delivered from London to points 
across the border. Mr. Stevenson said that his paper, the Chi- 
cago Herald-Examiner, had collected all the news print for miles 
around Chicago from tied-up trains by auto truck. Gordon 
Walter, of and Detroit Journal, and other representatives of other 
Detroit papers were also in Toronto on a similar mission. The 
Detroit papers chartered a boat and had the huge rolls of paper 
unloaded from cars at Windsor and taken across the river, where 
they were transferred to the newspaper offices. Several car loads 
were handled in this manner. The shorage of news print is so 
acute with many leading American journals that the slightest 
interruption to production or transportation endangers their sup- 
ply to such an extent as to arouse the greatest anxiety. The 
stocks on hand with most publishers are the lowest on record for 
many years.

To Make Paper at New Iberia 


According to the Manufacturers’ Record a paper mill will be 
established at New Iberia, La., by the United Fiber and Products 
Company of Baltimore, which has purchased the paper-pulp 
property there formerly owned and controlled by the Sugar Cane 
By-Products Company of Philadelphia. The necessary machinery 
is now being secured to convert the plant into a news print paper 
mill. The present pulp mill has a capacity of eight tons daily, 
according to W. F. Larkin, president of the company. It is planned 
to increase the capacity to turn out 15 tons of paper daily. 
The plant will specialize on news print paper for the reason that 
the demand is greater for that particular variety and it com- 
mands a good price. 

The raw material for the mill will be one-third rice straw, 
one-third old newspapers, and one-third bagasse, which is the 
waste from sugar-cane stalks. The mill is located in the rice 
and sugar-cane district of Louisiana, and is on a navigable water- 
way connecting with the Mississippi River, so there will be no 
difficulty, according to Mr. Larkin, in securing ample supplies 
of raw material, nor from present indications will there be any 
difficulty in securing a market for all the news print paper which 
can be produced.

Foreign Trade Bureau Reorganization 

Plans have been made by Philip R. Kennedy, director of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, for the reorgan- 
ization of the bureau along the lines of geographical trade 
groups. By creating separate divisions in charge of govern- 
mental activities in the various trade fields it is hoped to in- 
crease the efficiency of the bureau in the furtherance of this 
country’s foreign trade.

All field work of the 
bureau in directing the activities of trade agents and other 
Governmental commercial workers will be in charge of the 
new division. 

In addition to the newly organized European division, the 
bureau already has in operation the Far Eastern division and 
the Latin-American division as a part of the establishment of 
separate divisions for each of the principal foreign trade fields. 
Other divisions will be created by the bureau from time to 
time as the growth in the country’s foreign trade makes addi- 
tional facilities necessary.

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Situation Clearing 


Some of the conditions which have been disturbing the peace 
of mind of paper manufacturers and distributers are gradually 
disappearing, and while those connected with the industry do 
not look forward to absolute freedom from troubles in the very 
near future, they do reasonably look forward to considerable 
improvement soon. 

The railroad: strike, judging from the present situation, is 
rapidly disseminating. This is particularly gratifying, because 
probably never in the history of the industry have supplies of 
practically all kinds of paper been so low in distributing centers, 
nor have the mills been operating in such a hand to mouth man- 
ner as regards their raw materials, coal and various other sup- 
plies. The mills have been making heroic efforts to keep going 
the flow of supplies to their customers, going to the extremes 
when possible, of utilizing auto trucks to make deliveries. How- 
ever, their efforts have not been of much avail, and if the strike 
had continued for only a short time longer, it undoubtedly would 
have resulted in the greatest paralysis the paper industry had ever 
experienced. 

The seriousness of the situation was impressed on the public 
by the changes made necessary in the daily newspapers. Prac- 
tically all of them appeared in more or less restricted sizes, 
without many columns of advertising, while some altogether 
omitted advertising from their pages in order to meet, in the 
most effective way possible, the exigency caused by the bad combi- 
nation of circumstances. Early in the week, however, news print 
in comparatively large quantities began again to come into New 
York City, and reports from other sections of the country also 
were to the effect that the situation was improving, and that 
paper would soon again be moving from mill to distributer and 
consumer in a fairly satisfactory manner. 

The decidedly bad railway situation, however, makes it futile 
to hope for any decided betterment in transportation for some 
time to come. 

Brigadier General F. T. Hines, chief of the transportation di- 
vision of the War Department, which has control over Govern- 
ment inland waterways transportation, made this plain the other 
day when he said in an address that the railroads welcomed a 
revival of water transportation as a “necessary ally” in the solu- 
tion of the transportation problems. ' 

“Commerce has a greater, more urgent need for waterways 
today than ever before,” he said. “The present rail situation is 
sufficient evidence of this. The railroad today views the water- 
way not as an undesirable competitor, but as a very necessary ally 
in the solution of the enormous national transportation problems 
which we are, facing. 

“The demands which the railroads are being called upon to 
meet are greatly in excess of their combined facilities. There is 
an existing unsupplied demand for 800,000 freight cars alone. 


Railroad men have admitted that every locomotive plant in the 
country would have to work at capacity for three years to en- 
able the railroads even to catch up with the actual demands.” 

It may be seen from this that patience will have to be exer- 
cised for a considerable time yet before transportation can be 
gotten back on pre-war time basis. 

Another nightmare that has been dispelled, so far as the news 
print side of the paper industry, at any rate, is concerned, is the 
possibility of labor trouble on May 1. This was made certain 
by the statement issued last week by Mr. R. S. Kellogg, secretary 
of the News Print Service Bureau, that the unions representing 
the pulp and paper mill workers had met the representatives of 
most of the leading news print mills in the country and agreed 
to renew the existing agreements in the industry for the next 
year, with a general advance of 20 per cent in wages. 

These facts, coupled with the approach of milder and some 
favorable weather for manufacturing purposes, seem to promise 
that the paper manufacturer, who has by no means been occupy- 
ing a bed of roses, may soon experience less inconveniences than 
he has been accustomed to in a long time past. 


Co Stimulate Produrtion 


The paper manufacturers of the country are showing a deep 
interest in a great gathering of business men from all parts of 
the country to be held at Atlantic City, April 27 to 29, under the 
auspices of the United States Chamber of Commerce for the 
purpose of making a comprehensive study of means to stimulate 
production in industry, and the industry will be well represented 
by delegates from the various associations. 

In calling the business men of the nation together to discuss 
this subject, the National Chamber realized that lack of produc- 
tion in all lines of industry is a big factor in our present tower- 
ing prices and that high prices breed social unrest. Many econo- 
mists and business men are convinced that once production is 
speeded up and the supply is greater than the demand then there 
will come an appreciable cut in prices in the necessities of life. 

With this thought as a background, the convention will con- 
sider the question of maximum production from its manifold 
angles. Finance, labor, agriculture, transportation and numerous 
other phases that enter into the scheme of production will be 
studied according to their relative importance to a greater output.

order that Europe may become once more a producer rather 
than a consumer. For more than four years Europe has been 
depending largely upon the United States for its commodities. 
The demand has been greater than our industries could meet. 
The net result has been advanced prices. If European industries 
can be put back on their feet again by supplying them with raw 
materials and credit then the strain will be partially relieved, and 
American industries will be able to supply more goods to meet 
the domestic demand. 

The worker’s viewpoint on production will be presented by a 
prominent member of the American Federation of Labor, while a 


business man will discuss the manufacturer’s position. 
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Secretary of Agriculture Meredith is slated to talk on the re- 
lation of agriculture to production. In fact, the farm and its 
products are considered so supremely important in relation to 
this subject that an entire session of the convention has been set 
aside for a study of this phase of production. 


Why News Print is Scarce 


A good explanation of the present scarcity of news print paper 
may be found in the report of the Bureau of Advertising of the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association, which has been 
meeting this week at the Waldorf-Astoria in New York. 

The volume of national newspaper advertising last year reached 
$150,000,000, according to the annual report of the Bureau. 

The average increase in national advertising among members 
of the bureau during the year was estimated at 70 per cent in 


the report. The increase, the bureau says, seems to have been 


bounded only by the scarcity of white paper. 

The bureau reported that departments of the United States had 
spent from $1,675,000 to $2,000,000 in newspaper advertising, and 
that railroad advertising in large volume would appear in the 
summer. 


Must Develop Grand Falls Power at Once 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

‘Bancor, Me., April 20, 1920—The Grand Falls power on the 
St. John river, borderline between Maine and New Brunswick, 
will be expropriated by the government of New Brunswick un- 
less the present holders, the International Paper Company inter- 
ests, are prepared to proceed without any delay with its imme- 
diate and complete development, according to reports received 
here from New Brunswick. 


An intimation to this effect has been formally given by Premier 
Foster and has met with the hearty concurrence of Dr. J. B. M. 
Baxter, the acting leader of the Opposition. Premier Foster said 
he had made this statement in order that the public might know 
that he had been unable to get any satisfaction in his efforts to 
induce the Grand Falls Power Company to make a definite state- 
ment of its intention to proceed with the development work. 


The intimation was made by the Premier when the bill to in- 
corporate and give the Fraser Paper Co., Ltd., authority to build 
a dam on the Tobique River was under consideration. The fishing 
interests opposed that bill and the suggestion was made by Dr. 
Taylor of St. John county that in order to preserve the salmon 
fishing industry in the St. John River and harbor, it might be 
possible to bring about the immediate development of Grand Falls 
and allow the Frasers to get their electric power from there for 
their pulp and paper mills on the Tobique, thus doing away with 
the necessity of building dams of sufficient size at the Tobique 
Narrows to interfere with the free passage of salmon. 

The Fraser Paper Company’s plans for a great new industry 
on the Tobique as revealed before the corporation committee of 
the legislature Friday morning show plans which call for an ex- 
penditure of $4,000,000 annually in the province of New Bruns- 
wick for labor and raw material by that company. Of this amount 
$1,000,000 would be paid in wages at the new pulp and paper plant 
at Tobique Narrows and the pulpwood to keep that plant in oper- 
ation would cost another $1,500,000. The plant at Edmundston 
when enlarged as proposed would pay out more than $500,000 
annually in wages and it would cost $1,000,000 to supply that mill 
with raw material.

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THE WOOD PULP INDUSTRY IN FINLAND 


As an independent nation today, Finland is impressing herseit 
on the commercial world as an important factor as a producer 
of commodities made out of wood, and especially at this time of 
panic prices and famine, as a producer of good qualities of cellu- 
lose and wood pulp in appreciable quantities. 

Blessed With Immense Forests 

Finland is a country principally blessed with immense forests. 
These are remarkable forests—many so extensive that in many 
parts of the country they are as yet primeval as no records exist 
that they have been explored by man. 

While Finland was still a part of the Russian Empire, most 
of the pulp made in Finland as well as much of the timber was 
‘sold and consumed inside of Russia.

for a living. Finland is favored by more water through lakes 
and streams than any other country in the world for its size 
and this helps logging operations. Her water power is reliable 
and constant and well supplied from the mountains. 


Finland is trying more and more to do away with the marketing 
of raw materials such as pulp and is shifting over gradually to 
paper and certain grades world-famous for their qualities such 
as the Finnish grease-proof. 

The Finns want to trade in the big world, especially with the 
United States. Their experience in Russia was not always happy 
—they had to give long credits and often had to “whistle” for 
the money. Then there was always that political feeling between 
the Russians and the Finns and it is noticed now that on all

made in Great Britain and on the Continent and in 1905 the first 
direct shipments of Finnish cellulose came to the United States 
and that direct connection has been maintained ever since. 


Under the Russian rule, the Finns were having a hard time 
of it politically and this situation retarded the commercial and 
financial development of the country. However, the Finns being 
very persistent, at the beginning of the World War had over one 
hundred plants engaged in the wood pulp industry in operation. 
Upon being liberated from the tyranny of Russia during 1917 
and 1918, the Finns immediately began the erection of a number 
of new pulp mills throughout the country. They are also over- 
hauling, rebuilding and enlarging a number of old mills, and 
every help that science can render is being commandeered to put 
this industry on a level with the best in the world, and the Finns 
need not have any hesitancy in going ahead and erecting new 
pulp mills as they have abundant raw materials and their forests 
are really inexhaustible. Whereas other nations have been com- 
pelled, owing to the strain on the supplies, to guard their forests 
zealously and maintain rigorous laws for reforestation, Finland 
has as yet not been compelled to economize. She is the one coun- 
try that can as yet deliver lumber of large dimensions. Although 





posters, railroad signs, etc., which formerly were in Finnish and 
Russian, the Russian has been eradicated. 
Ground Wood for U. S. A. 

Finland is going to deliver substantial quantities of cellulose 
and ground wood to ‘the United States this year and later. The 
argument has been presented that when things settle down in 
Russia, the Finns will turn to that market again. This is not so. 
The Finns now get all their pulp paid on a cash basis; they do 
business to a great extent in those markets where they have to 
buy their necessities for the upkeep of the population, such as 
food-stuffs—also necessary raw materials such as cotton, sulphur, 
etc. One of their logical markets is the U. S. A., and it is due 
to the heavenly succor rendered ‘by Herbert Hoover in saving 
the Finnish people in 1918 from actual starvation and famine. 
The feeling of good will and reciprocity by Finland towards the 
U.S. A. is so strong that the Finns will at all times stretch a point 
in an endeavor to repay the debt which they feel they owe to 
Uncle Sam, who saved them in their hour of need. Substantial 
evidence of Finland’s attitude towards the U. S. A. is had in the 
fact that the steamship Garibaldi is expected in Philadelphia in 
ten! days with a full cargo of cellulose from that country. 
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This power plant when painted with 
Du- Lite, was lighted at a reduction in 
cost of nearly twenty-five per cent.

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REPORT OF AMERICAN WRITING PAPER CO. 


President George A. Galliver, president of American Writing 
Paper Company, in his remarks to stockholders accompanying 
the annual report said in part: 


First Half of Year Trying One 

“Lack of confidence in prices and the general business depression 
arising from the armistice seriously impaired the company’s oper- 
ations during the first half of the year. The situation was a most 
trying one to paper manufacturers. The trade looked for reduc- 
tion in prices, and withheld orders with a view of precipitating 
such action. On the other hand, manufacturers of paper expe- 
rienced no reduction whatever in the fundamentals which go to 
make up manufacturing cost, labor and materials, and had in 
addition to bear the increased burden of higher cost of operation 
under restricted manufacturing schedules. This situation, how- 
ever, was generally appreciated, and no serious breaks in prices 
were experienced. 

“By the end of the year the demand for some of the lower 
grades of paper, particularly for book and magazine publishing 
purposes, became quite insistent, and the prospect now becomes 
hopeful that this demand will eventually reflect itself in the higher 
grades of paper which constitute so large a portion of the busi- 
ness for which our equipment is particularly adapted. 

“Raw materials and supplies were priced at cost or market, 
whichever were the lower. Paper was priced at mill cost, duc 
allowance being made for all obsolete, slow-moving or depre- 
ciated items. No item was carried to the inventory at a price 
which did not leave ample margin of profit on the basis of prices 
currently prevailing. 


New Application of Paper 

“By scientific research and development new products and new 
application of our papers to technical uses have been developed 
and economies in the manufacture of paper accomplished. 

“No strikes of serious proporticn were experienced during the 
year, although general labor conditions, can scarcely be said to 
have been satisfactory. The quality of labor available today does 
not compare favorably with the standards previously maintained 
in the industry. 

. Export Trade 

“Export trade has received due consideration and the investiga- 
tion of the possibilities of its further development was the occa- 
sion for a trip to Europe by your president. The improved trade 
relationship between the paper merchants (the distributors) and 
the manufacturers inaugurated last year, have developed satis- 
factorily and the mutual interdependence of distributing and manu- 
facturing is securing still wider recognition and appreciation.”

It is more important under the present conditions to put the 
broader view of the subject matter before the manufacturers of 
this country. They are doing a great injustice to the house which 
stands for proper service in all degrees of furnishing the paper 
manufacturers with raw material if the service of a large, modern 
paper stock plant is not properly recognized. 

At the present writing, in our territory we are suffering to a 
great extent due to the fact that the paper mills have been placing 
their orders indiscriminately with anyone who represents himself 
to be a paper stock house, when as a matter of fact it is unable 
to serve the trade properly. However, when these so-called pack- 
ers go out in the market to purchase they cause all sorts of havoc 
and naturally cause the increase of prices continually. 

We have not favored unjustified advances in prices because it 
is not a healthy condition for all concerned to permit prices con- 
tinually to advance due to unfair competition and thereby help the 
increased high cost of commodities.

Big Paper Shortage in France 

The American news print paper shortage is reacting in 
France with the effect of materially reducing the publication 
of new books and making it almost impossible for publishers 
to issue new editions of either popular, classical or educational 
works. 

In European countries now it is rare that a person is able 
to buy a new French book, and when he can, in most cases, 
he finds that the book was printed in Leipsic or in Berlin. 
Schools and colleges are having difficulty finding sufficient 
text books for their students, while the price of dictionarics 
has quadrupled in the last year. 

French newspapers, which are limited to four pages daily, 
are protesting against what they consider a menace to the 
nation’s literary prestige and call attention to the vast amount 
of paper used by American newspapers. Until the adverse 
exchange situation is remedied, however, it is admitted that 
it is impdssible for France to import a large amount of news print 
paper from America or from Canada, and efforts are being made 
to increase the domestic output of news and book print paper.

Mills on the Coast Making Strenuous Efforts to Cope with the 
Increased Demand for News Print—San Francisco Dis- 
tributing Houses Having Difficulty in Filling Orders Be- 
cause of the Railroad Strike—Export Situation Is Not 
Favorable Because of the Oversold Condition of Mills on 
Domestic Business—Good Progress Being Made in New 
Unit for Crown Willamette Co. at West Linn. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, April 15, 1920.—The paper trade in San Fran- 
cisco is in a very healthy condition, with the demand greatly in 
excess of the supply. Fair stocks are carried by the warehouses, 
but incoming cars loaded with paper are held up at various 
points, just now, by the railroad strike. This will make it diffi- 
cult to replenish assortments as stocks run down. 

Book papers are short for domestic use and export shipments. 
Wrappings are very scarce, owing to the fact that the Coast 
mills are exerting their principal energies towards trying to relieve 
the shortage of news print. Orders are taken subject to prices 
prevailing at time of delivery. Boxboard mills are doing the 
same, as they are sold well ahead. 

The paper mills on the Pacific Coast are making strenuous 
efforts to cope with the increased demand for news print, and are 
taking care of regular customers under contracts. Many of the 
newspapers, which are not protected by contracts, are having 
difficulty in securing enough paper for their requirements. Job- 
bers have little news to sell. The Fresno Republican came out, 
this week, without any display advertising and the paper was re- 
duced to six pages. The Republican explained editorially that the 
change was due to the nation-wide news print shortage rendered 
absolutely acute by rail transportation conditions. San Fran- 
cisco daily papers are fortunately situated, in view of the present 
railroad strike which has pretty well tied up freight transportation 
in California. The mills in Oregon and Washington, which supply 
them, have good water transportation facilities and are making 
prompt shipments. 

Rapid progress is being made in the construction of the Wash- 
ington Pulp and Paper Corporation’s news print mill at Port 
Angeles, Wash., which will have a capacity of 55 tons a day. 
Other companies on‘the Coast are also increasing their facilities. 

San Francisco distributing houses are having great difficulty 
in filling their orders, owing to the railroad strike, but they are 
making use of steamers wherever possible and automobiles are 
being used to quite an extent. The California State Dairymen’s 
Association has put on a line of auto trucks from here to South- 
ern California, charging at the rate of twenty dollars a ton on 
freight to Los Angeles and way points. Some of the paper is 
being shipped in this way. 

Export Situation Not Favorable 

San Francisco exporters report the situation worse than ever, 
with the mills everywhere oversold on domestic business and un- 
willing to cater to the export demand, which calls for special 
sizes, weights and packings. The big Oriental demand for paper, 
which was handled through Japan, has fallen off. Adverse for- 
eign exchange rates and high prices have been contended with 
in the past. 

Now the reported action of Japanese bankers in refusing to 
issue the letters of credit necessary to the purchase of paper 
in the United States, threatens to stop exports to Japan. The 
cutting off of Japanese business may ease up the situation at the 
mills, but the additional tonnage of paper remaining for home 
use, probably, will be sold near the mills and will not help the 


“in filling orders. 





Coast situation much, if any, for some time to come. Vessels 
are more plentiful than formerly and there is more cargo space 
offering than paper tonnage to fill it. 


Crown Willamette Mills Busy 


The Crown Willamette Paper Company has had a better supply 
of power for grinding wood pulp of late, at West Linn, Ore., 
after quite a period of insufficient water power due to lack of 
normal rainfall. Grinding had to be suspended at times, but it is 
hoped that a sufficient surplus of pulp will be obtained to tide 
over the next dry season. Good progress is being made on the 
new manufacturing unit and it is expected that the building will 
be ready by the time the new paper machine arrives. Special 
efforts will be made .to complete the installation so as to take 
care of the big demand for news. With the new machine in 
operation the full capacity at the West Linn mills will be from 
275 to 300 tons of news a day. And the combined capacity of 
all of the company’s plants will be about 600 tons of news a day. 
The plant at Camas, Wash., is running full on wrappings, news, 
etc. The output of paper bags is being curtailed to permit the 
mill to help out in filling the demand for news print. 

The Crown Willamette Paper Company’s mill at Floriston, 
Cal., is again running all departments after having had some 
delays owing to very low water in the Truckee River. Grinding 
of wood pulp was suspended for some time, but the mill was in 
continuous operation. Tissues and wrappings are being turned 
out and a normal demand for fruit paper is being supplied. Ship- 
ments of orange wraps are being made, despite the railroad 
strike. Cars are sent to Sacramento, whence the paper is re- 
shipped by boat to Los Angeles. A Jenssen tower acid system 
is being installed at Floriston, in place of the old plant. 

Hawley Pulp and Paper Co. Running Full 

The Hawley Pulp and Paper Company is running full at 
Oregon City on wrappings, news, fruit paper, crepe paper, tissuc, 
etc. The ground wood pulp situation has improved with higher 
water in the Willamette River. 

The negotiations for the sale of the plant to the Hearst pub- 
lishing interests, which were opened up a second time, were 
finally declared off. 

Butler Paper Co. Active 

George I. Tompkin, who has supervision of the San Francisco 
office of the Butler Paper Company and the Butler American 
Paper Company of San Francisco, Chicago and New York, is 
making a tour of the Northwest. He will visit the Butler Paper 
Company’s branch houses in Portland, Seattle and Spokane. 
Vance Campbell takes care of the export end of the business 
here. A little exporting is being done, but the overseas situation 
is such that the “price prevailing at time of shipment” system 
does not work out satisfactorily. Buyers are willing to place 
orders subject to confirmation, but they want to know when the 
order is placed what price they will pay. Although the mills are 
not seeking export business now, the time may come when prices 
decline, that they will need the export market. If good ship- 
ments from this country are deferred too long, however, the 
business may fall into other hands. 

Zellerbach Paper Co. Changes 

Several changes have been made in the officers of the Zeller- 
bach Paper Company. The vacancy on the Board of Directors 
caused by the death of J. C. Zellerbach has been filled by the 
appointment of J. Y. Baruh. Max M. Cohn, former secretary 
and treasurer, has been elected a vice-president. A. Van der 
Zwiep has been elected secretary and S. Sonnenberg treasurer and 
assistant secretary. 

While good shipments of paper are being made, the railroad 
strike is delaying deliveries here and causing much inconvenience 
H. L. Zellerbach, head of the export depart- 
ment of the Zellerbach Paper Company, states that there is prac-

Big Demand for Fibre Shipping Cases 

The Paper Boxboard Company, A. H. Dougall general man- 
ager, has a big demand for boxboard fibre shipping cases and 
practically all of the lines manufactured on the Pacific Coast. 
The company is sold ahead for some months on fibre shipping 
cases. All goods are sold on a basis of prices ruling on date of 
shipment. The Pacific Coast boxboard mills are running twenty- 
four hours a day, and are behind in filling orders on all grades 
of boxboard. The domestic demand is so heavy that export 
business is not being pushed. 


Fibre Shipping Cases for Export 

“Solid Fibre Shipping Cases for Export,” is the title for an 
illustrated book issued by the Zellerbach Paper Company. It 
describes some remarkable comparative tests that were made of 
wooden cases and Zellerbach Solid Fibre Export Cases in San 
Francisco. The cases, containing such goods as crude rubber 
and desiccated cocoanut, were dropped various distances and 
the fibre cases. showed & marked superiority. When wooden 
cases, strapped with metal, broke open, fibre cases, similarly 
strapped, were undamaged, except for denting on the corners 
where they struck the cement floor.

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New York Market Review

With the complete tie-up of all railroads during the earlier 
part of last week, paper manufacturers were unable to move 
their contracted production from the mills, while the consumers 
and jobbers were forced to contend with a severe and critical 
shortage. Some supplies were shipped by truck, but the activities 
along this line were limited for the most part to customers within 
a hundred mile radius. Conditions are improving, however, along 
certain lines, but the Erie and Baltimore & Ohio lines are reported 
as lagging far behind in their freight acti ities, as compared to 
some of the larger carriers. 

The news print situation remains unrelieved. The strain on 
this market is still strong and dailies in different parts of the 
country are from time to time cutting their editions to meet the 
shortage of their own supplies. It was recently conjectured that 
had the railroad strike lasted another two weeks, local dailies 
would have had to cut their editions 50 per cent of their present 
size. 

There is only a limited stock of book paper in the jobbing 
houses at varying prices. Trading in this market has been so 
active and bids in so wide a range that stocks in some instances 
have returned to the jobber to whom they originally belonged 
at an average advance of 30 per cent. 

Tissue is at a premium. Jobbers are trading wildly from one 
another in their efforts to accumulate large stocks, and turn them 
over at seemingly fancy prices in answer to competing bids. 
Exports from the mills are reported as continuing in large 
volume, while the domestic consumer is short by a substantial 
margin. 

There is and has been for some time a great shortage of all 
varieties of board, and quotations are steadily climbing to higher 
levels. The demand for board at this time seems insatiable, 
but owing to the difficulties in transportation and the scarcity of 
raw materials at higher prices, supplies are dangerously. low. 
An importing house last week offered Japanese straw board fo! 
delivery the latter part of this year, at $110, approximately $15 
higher than the current market price in this commodity. Dealers 
are at a loss to understand just what such an offer at this time 
indicates, but it seems to be the opinion of the importer that 
prices at that time may be still higher. 


Mechanical Pulp 
The acute shortage of ground wood has caused additional raises 
in price during the past week, and dealers report that there is 
none on the market with the exception of small tonnage lots 
here and there. No relief is in sight in this market, and sales 
at $100 have been recorded within the past week. 


Chemical Pulp 

Stocks of chemical pulp are getting smaller daily. Dealers 
believe that within sixty days, the first open water shipments 
from Scandinavia will have arrived, and for that reason are 
showing no apparent alarm at the growing shortage here now. 
A small quantity of imported kraft is available in the New York 
market, but little else, except at unheard-of figures. The importa- 
tions do not in any way approach the heavy demand in this 
field. 


Domestic and Foreign Rags 
There has been little trading in this market during the past 
week, partly owing to the temporary abatement of freight ac- 
tivities. Demand is good and is expected to continue in in- 
creased volume due to the scarcity of and high levels at which 
mechanical and chemical pulp are being sold. The only men- 


tionable change last week was the cut in price of roofing stock, 
which is thought to be due partly to recent fluctuations in foreign 
exchange rates. 


Old Rope and Bagging 

Rope is selling at the same high figures that have held lately 
in this market, due to the continued heavy demand by the mills. 
It is predicted, however, that rope, which is expected to arrive 
on the market at an early date, will have a tendency to lower 
prices in this field. 

There has been no change in the bagging market for some 
time, due to the large quantities of jute butts which have been 
arriving steadily from India. Large stocks of bagging are re- 
ported to have accumulated within the last few weeks, owing 
to the decreased demand of the paper mills. 


Waste Paper 

Waste paper has been accumulating at the packers’ warehouses 
during the railroad strike which has prevented shipping. It is 
thought that with pulp practically unprocurable, the paper mills 
will turn more to the paper stock dealers for their supplies in 
the near future, and that this rush in the trade will consequently 
result in an advance of this market to a higher level. The desire 
to keep this accumulated stock moving has, however, lately 
caused the dealers to countenance lower bids for their stocks, but 
it is not believed that this condition will last long. 

Twine 

Demand is enormous in the twine market. Raw material for 
manufacture is very scarce owing to the short crop of jute in 
India. Advances have been steady in this field, due to this con- 
dition and manufacturers have been forced to pay higher prices 
for more inferior supplies. The twine supply is also curtailed 
to some extent by the scarcity of labor in many mills. 





Miami Tissue Mills Co. May Start Soon 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dayton, Ohio, April 19, 1920.—Stockholders of the Miami Valley 
Tissue Mills Company, which was adjudicated a bankrupt ‘on Feb- 
ruary 7, last, are expecting to resume operations in a short time as 
a fully equipped and going concern. 

It is understood that arrangements have been made with a re- 
liable concern whereby the present mortgage of $80,000, now on 
the real estate, will be paid off and a new mortgage taken in its 
place, with liberal terms of payment both in time and amounts. 
Before completing this plan, assurances will be given to the pro- 
posed mortgagee that sufficient capital shall be provided to finish 
the buildings not quite completed and install the new paper-making 
machine which was in process of construction previous to the 
court proceedings, and provide a fund for operating expenses, It 
is stated that this capital can be obtained if the creditors agree to 
certain arrangements. 

All unsecured creditors whose claims exceed $20 are to receive 
stock to the full amount of their claims in the new company, the 
capital stock of which shall be $500,000, of the par value of $20 
per share. 

Stock will be given to the present stockholders in the new 
company in place of that held by them in the present company. 
Those holding preferred stock in the Miami Valley Tissue Mills 
Company shall be entitled to such number of shares in the new 
company as represents their market or nominal value in the old 
company—in other words, each share of the old company’s pre- 
ferred and common shall entitle the holder to five shares in the 
new company. 

Tt is stated that the old company cannot carry out its original 
purpose without the new paper machine and the buildings in which 
to operate it. 

It is claimed that the company is not insolvent and that a sale 
at this time in its present unfinished condition would mean a sacri- 
fice to every stockholder of his entire investment.

ALUM.—Materials in this field were reported as not having 
moved since the strike, with the exception of some trucking from 
local plants. Stocks at the works are fairly good, but cannot be 
taken away owing to the railroad strikes. Prices are hardly 
quotable in this as in other markets this week, but available spot 
stock sold at from 4.25@4.60c. the pound. 


BLANC FIXE.—Little blanc fixe is to be had on the open mar- 
ket, and contract material is held up at the works, there being no 
cars with which to ship it. Mills producing this commodity are 
hurt particularly by the shortage. of coal. Prices last week were 
reported as: pulp in carload lots, $75, less quantities, $80; dry in 
carload lots, $90, less quantities, $95 the short ton, f.o.b. works. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Aside from the shipping difficulties 
in the bleach market, there is a marked scarcity of steel drums. 
Large stocks are at the plants, so there is no shortage by reason of 
curtailed production, but transportation from the plants at present 
is well nigh impossible. Last week’s prices were 3@3.50c. the 
pound, f.o.b. works. ‘ 

BRIMSTONE.—The only change in the brimstone market is 
the apparent shortage accompanying the railroad strikes. There 
have been, however, no changes in quotations reported as yet. 

CASEIN.—There has been no change in conditions in this field 
since the last report in these columns, with the exception of a 
more acute shortage of box cars. Spot supplies are short, and 
are selling around 14.50@15c. the pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The unusually heavy demand in this mar- 
ket has caused a scarcity at the plants manufacturing this product. 
Foreign exports, too, have robbed the domestic market of large 
quantities of material. Spot caustic soda last week was for the 
most part second hand, and brought from 6.50@7c. per pound. 

CHINA CLAY.—Demand is reported as brisk in the clay mar- 
ket. The railroad situation is affecting the southern mines inas- 
much as they are practically unable to get coal into the works and 
mined material out. The coal situation is particularly acute and 
because of the higher prices in this commodity, clay is also ex- 
pected to advance shortly. Last week’s clay price range was 
$10@12 the ton. 

ROSIN.—Rosin supplies in New York and the north are prac- 
tically nil, a large dealer in this supply reported this week. No 
agreements have been reached in the longshoremen’s strike and 
to this may be laid the northern shortage. In the south, however, 
conditions are easier, owing to the new crop which is now being 
collected. Quotations for the past week were: grade E, $18.60; 
grade F, $18.65; and grade G, $18.75, for 280 pounds, f. o. b. New 
York. 

SATIN WHITE —Mills manufacturing this product are re- 
ported as having run short of their raw materials owing to the 
difficulties of transportation. Demand in this field is steady. Last 
week’s prices were $2.25@2.50 the pound f.o.b. works. 

SODA ASH.—Demand has been heavy in this market for some 
tine, and now that railroad traffic has been to some extent crippled, 
raw material for the soda ash works is very scarce. There are 
no stocks, and paper mills are getting their supply only in 
spasmodic shipments. Spot ash was selling last week within the 
wide range of $3.50@4.25. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Little of this commodity is on 
the spot market, the bulk being tied up at the works awaiting 
box cars for shipment. Quotations during the past week in this 
field were 3 cents for the iron free, and 2 cents for the commer- 
cial grade.
